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Over 9,000 Greenbelters Eligible to Vote 
In Presidential Primary Tuesday May 8

Next Tuesday, May 8, 
Greenbelt’s Republicans and 
Democrats will be trekking 
to the polls to vote in the 
Primary Election. About 
9,513 persons are eligible to 
cast votes in the city’s four 
precincts. (See chart on 
page 7.) However, 1,223 
Independents (Unaffiliated) 
will wait until the General 
Election on November 6 to 
vote for their favorite can¬ 
didates. 

Major contenders for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for President 
are Gary Hart, Jesse L. Jackson 
and Walter F. Mondale. Although 
Alan Cranston, John Glenn, Er¬ 
nest Hollings and George Mc¬ 
Govern have withdrawn from the 
race, their withdrawal occurred 
too late to have their names re¬ 
moved from the Maryland ballot. 
Another Democratic presidential 
candidate running is Lyndon H. 
LaRouche. 

On the Republican side, Ronald 
Reagan is unopposed. 

In the Congressional race for 
the Fifth District, two-term in¬ 
cumbent Democrat Steny Hoyer 
has two challengers — Lawrence 
E. Keval and Craig E. Ransom. 
The Republican contest will see 
John E. Ritchie, Kenneth Michael 
Robinson and John Eugene Sell- 
ner vying for the nomination. 

In the selection of two Judges 
for the 7th Judicial Circuit Court, 
sitting judges Arthur M, Monty 
Ahalt, Jr. and G. R. Hovey John¬ 
son find themselves in the unus¬ 
ual position of having to go out 
on the hustings. Pitted against 
them is State's Attorney Arthur 
A. Marshall, Jr. As a general 
rule sitting judges do not face 
challengers in the primary or 
general election. After having 
been appointed by the governor 


for their initial terms, judges run 
on their records for subsequent 
terms. 

Delegates 

Republican voters will also 
choose three delegates, represent¬ 
ing the First Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, to attend the National Con¬ 
vention to be held in Dallas Aug¬ 
ust 20-23. 

Democratic voters will once a¬

Primary Day 1984 is Tues¬ 
day, May 8. Polls will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at Green- 
belt's four polling places — 
Center School (third precinct); 
St. Hugh's School (sixth pre¬ 
cinct); Springhill Lake School 
(eighth precinct); and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (thir¬ 
teenth precinct). The latter 
also includes registered voters 
who live outside the city's bor¬ 
ders — Chelsea Woods Condo¬ 
minium, Brae Brook Village 
Apartments, Goddard Space 
Village and Hunting Ridge. 
Registered in the four pre¬ 
cincts are 9,513 persons. 

Only registered Democrats 

and Republicans maye vote in 
the primary. Those who de¬ 
cline party affiliations may 
vote only in nonpartisan elec¬ 
tions. Greenbelt's Unaffiliated 
will thus be ineligible to vote 
on May 8. 

The Prince Georges County 
Board of Election Supervisors 
suggests that voters come to 
the polls between 9 a.m. and 3 
p.m. to avoid delay and con¬ 
gestion. 


gain vote in the primary for del¬ 
egates to the National Conven¬ 
tion to be held July 11-15 in San 
Francisco. Four years ago dele¬ 
gates and alternates were select¬ 


ed by registered Democrats in an 
open post-primary caucus in 
their respective Congressional 
Districts. This procedure has been 
changed. In the May 8 primary 
Maryland's Democratic voters 
will select a majority of the dele¬ 
gates to the convention. The na¬ 
tional party now requires that 
nearly half the delegates be Wom¬ 
en. 

Greenbelt Candidates 

In the 5th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict Democrats may vote for no 
more than three female delegates 
and alternate and for no more 
than four male delegates and al¬ 
ternate. Two Greenbelt residents, 
Suzanne Plogman, 2 Northway, 
and Thomas X. White, Woodland 
Way, are running as delegates. 

Plogman, a Mondale supporter, 
is among 24 women competing for 
a delegate slot. A 30-year old 
resident and community activist, 
she has been named county 
“Young Careerist of the Year" 
for 1984. A special education 
teacher at Northwestern Senior 
High School, she is chair of the 
Prince Georges County Commis¬ 
sion for Women. 

Plogman is also a member of 
the Prince Georges County Edu¬ 
cator's Association, the Eleanor 
and Franklin Roosevelt Demo¬ 
cratic Club and the Greenbelt 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board. She serves on the Board 
of Directors of the Greenbelt Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center and is Public 
Relations Chairperson for Save 
Our Services Committee in 
Greenbelt. 

White, who is serving his sixth 
term as a member of the Green¬ 
belt City Council, supports the 
candidacy of Gary Hart. White 
is active in local, county, state 
and national organizations deal¬ 
ing with municipal and environ¬ 
mental affairs. He is chairman of

Police Budget Asks Two New Officers

The 1984/85 proposed Po¬ 
lice Department budget, re¬ 
viewed by city council mem¬ 
bers at a work session on 
April 11, provides for ex¬ 
penditure of about $100,000 
more for public safety than 
will have been spent in the 
current year. This $100,000 
includes funds for three ad¬ 
ditional members of the Po¬ 
lice Department, two patrol¬ 
men and one civilian com¬ 
munications specialist. 

In addition to the $100,000 in¬ 
crease in the public safety bud¬ 
get, the proposed budget includes 
$50,000 in a reserve fund for im¬ 
plementation of whatever find¬ 
ings may result from a study of 
the Police Department urged by 
a group of citizens last fall. The 
cost of the study itself is being 
funded out of the current year's 
budget. 

The question of the size of the 


department and whether two ad¬ 
ditional patrolmen is enough was 
raised from several directions: 
Chief William T. Lane said that 
in his budget request he had 
asked for four officers and had 
based his request on the growth 
of the city, particularly in the 
commercial areas, and on the 
wishes of the citizens as express¬ 
ed in a survey of voters taken 
at the last election. Deputy Chief 
Frank Hutson said that he con¬ 
sidered an increase necessary, 
probably four to five officers being 
needed. 

Cpl. M. D. Sappington, presi¬ 
dent of the local chapter of the 
Fraternal Order of Police, said 
the FOP felt that an increase of 
nine officers, including two K9 
units, is needed. Richard Cripe, 
speaking for the Greenbelt Crime 
Prevention Committee, which is 
a city council advisory body, 
called for a department of 40 of¬ 
ficers (an increase of 10 over 
present strength). The commit¬ 


tee based their recommendation 
on: 1) Uniform Crime Reporting 
System figures which indicate a 
manning factor of 2.1 officers per 
1000 population in cities similar 
to Greenbelt; 2) high daytime 
population of Greenbelt because 
of the commercial centers; 3) 
Greenbelt's location between two 
major urban population centers; 
4) probable understatement of the 
citys' population because the cen¬ 
sus failed to include many Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland students who 
live in the city. Dorothy Pyles, 
Crime Prevention Committee 
member and active participant in 
the Greenbriar Phase III Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch, also endorsed an 
increase in department size 
based on the planned increase in 
residential housing in the city. 

These recommendations came 
in the face of crime statistics 
presented by City Manager 
James K. Giese which show crime 
has decreased by 8% in the first 
See POLICE, page 8, col.

APB Advises City to Oppose 
Rezoning for Tidier Tract

The city’s Advisory Planning Board (APB) has recom¬ 
mended that city council oppose an application for rezon¬ 
ing of a part of the Tidier tract, located south of Windsor 
Green and Glen Ora, until major traffic improvements are 
under construction that would bring traffic flow to at least 
a minimally acceptable level of service at all intersections 
along Greenbelt Road from Southway to Cipriano Road. 
Council received the APB report during its regular meeting 
on April 23, and is expected to hear citizen views and de¬ 
cide the city’s position during its ’next regular meeting 
on May 14. 

The contract-purchaser of the 
83.4-acre part of the Tidier 
tract has applied for rezoning of 
this land just outside the city's 
boundaries from Rural Residen¬ 
tial (R-R, 1.85 dwelling units per 
acre) to Residential-Townhouse 
(R-T, 8 dwelling units per acre). 

The requested zoning would al¬ 
low up to 667 units on the pro¬ 
perty, and the developer has put 
forth a concept plan showing 592 
townhouses. An alternative being 
considered by the developer pro¬ 
poses a mix of uses including 362 
townhouse units, 16 English base¬ 
ment units, 46 detached houses, 
and 41 townhouses to be used as 
offices. 

In its report, the APB discus¬ 
ses at length alternative rezoning 
categories that would lessen the 
density of development on the 
land and considers in particular 
the needs of the city and areas 
adjacent to it for additional sin¬ 
gle-family detached homes. The 
board notes that present develop¬ 
ments under construction in 
Greenbelt will result in a total 
of about 8,650 dwelling units 
within the city, with 56% of 
them apartments, 28% townhous¬ 
es, 10% condominium, and only 
6% detached housing. The Board 
points to two major tracts iden¬ 
tified in the 1970 Master Plan for 
single-family housing that have 
been torever lost to that use: the 
37-acre Schrom Hills Park just 
south of the city, and the Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt/Green Holly Woods 
tract, where the high school re¬ 
moves part of the land from hous¬ 
ing development, and R-T town- 
house rezoning has been granted 
for the remainder. 

The APB in its report takes 
note of the developer's contention 
that the land's steep contours 
are best suited for townhouse de¬ 
velopment. The report confirms 
that the Urban Design Division 
of Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
has in effect agreed with the de¬ 
veloper. APB does not offer its 
members* views on this issue. The 
report further comments on the 
“track record'* of the petitioner, 
citing a development called 
Woodstream “as evidence of a 
quality project." 

Ultimately, APB cites traffic

congestion as its greatest imme¬ 
diate concern and joins the W- 
NCPPC's Transportation Plan¬ 
ning Division in recommending 
denial of the rezoning application. 
That Division, in an April 9 
memorandum, labelled the pro¬ 
posed rezoning as “being prema¬ 
ture with regard to needed trans¬ 
portation improvements." 

APB summarizes the finding 
of a Greenhorne and O’Mara 
traffic study, done recently for 
the developer, that even with 
planned and assumed improve¬ 
ments, this and other possible de¬ 
velopment in the area would re¬ 
sult in traffic level of service “E" 
at the Parkway-Greenbelt Road- 
Greenway Center intersection. 
APB also comments on the prob¬ 
lems that result when develop¬ 
ment is approved on the basis of 
traffic improvements “which then 
get delayed, are not funded or 
for other reasons are not built." 
APB wants to see the needed 
traffic improvements actually un¬ 
der construction in this case. 

In conclusion, APB tells council 
that “Once these improvements 
are under construction, the board 
would consider some mixed use 
development (for the Tidier 
tract) such as a cluster develop¬ 
ment in the R-80 or R-55 zone 
with less density than the present 
proposal and a significant amount 
of detached housing."

GHI Home Financing 

To the Editor: 

At the GHI Annual Member¬ 
ship Meeting on May 16, 1984, 
members will be asked to consi¬ 
der many motions. Among them 
are two proposed bylaw amend¬ 
ments and one proposed resolu¬ 
tion that will give GHI the autho¬ 
rity to enter into an agreement 
with the National Consumer Co¬ 
operative Bank, to set up a co¬ 
operative mortgage company. 
This mortgage company would 
provide significant funds for re¬ 
sale and refinancing of our 
homes. For example, we antici¬ 
pate at least $2.8 million would 
be available to GHI in the first 
year. 

For many years, GHI has had 
difficulty in assuring adequate 
sources of financing. For long 
stretches of time, no money was 
available. The fact that the co¬ 
operative has maintained its 
v i a b il i t y throughout these 
periods is a tribute to its basic 
stability. However, availability 
of funds remains a serious con¬ 
cern. 

Setting up a mortgage com¬ 
pany has several other advant¬ 
ages in addition to providing 
funds for resale and refinancing. 
We will receive fees for proces¬ 
sing loans. We will receive pat¬ 
ronage refunds from profits. Our 
NCGB rehab loan payment re¬ 
quirements will be reduced by an 
amount over twice that of our 
investment in the co-op mortgage 
company. And most importantly, 
we will be creating a stable 
source of capital for our mem¬ 
ber's financing needs for years 
to come.

The City of Greenbelt no longer licenses dogs. Dog licenses 
are required by Prince Georges County and any dog kept within 
the City Limits of Greenbelt must be licensed in accordance with 
the regulations of Prince George’s County. County dog licenses 
can now be obtained at the City Offices for a cost of $5.00 upon 
presentation of a valid certificate of rabies inoculation. All li¬ 
censes for dogs must be obtained prior to August 1, 1984 to avoid 
a penalty. However, newly acquired dogs may be registered at 
any time without penalty. The City will maintain a listing of 
licenses issued through the City Offices as a means of identifying 
your pet should it stray. 

The City of Greenbelt will continue to issue cat licenses. These 
can be obtained from the City Offices at an annual fee of $2.00 
upon presentation of a valid certificate for rabies inoculation. 

Cat licenses for 1984-85 must be obtained between May 1 and 
August 31 to avoid penalty; they are valid for the period of July 
1, 1984 thru June 30, 1985. First time licenses may be obtained 
at any time; if issued after January 1, the cost will be $1.00 and 
the license will expire June 30.

Usually the turnout in a presi¬ 
dential primary is heavier than 
in off-year primary contests.

Fire & Rescue Review 

by F/F April Walker 

Each year we at the fire depart¬ 
ment treat many injuries caused 
by careless use of lawnmowers. 
These injuries can be greatly re¬ 
duced by following some simple 
safety rules, 1) Never remove 
the safety guards from the mow¬ 
er, 2) Don’t mow the lawn when 
the grass is wet because it is 
easy to slip and loose control 
of the mower, 3) Check the lawn 
for stones and other objects 
which could be flung out and hit 
someone (this is most important 
on rear bag mowers when the 
bag is not being used), 4) Re¬ 
move the spark plug before doing 
any maintenance, 5) Use the 
proper equipment when filling 
mower with gas, 6) Make sure 
to wear shoes which completely 
cover feet (not sandles or flip- 
flops), Some lawnmower injuries 
are irreversible. By being safety 
conscious, injuries can be easily 
avoided. _

three months of 1984 as com¬ 
pared to the same period in 1983. 
This decrease followed an even 
larger decrease of 12% in the ov¬ 
erall crime rate in Jan.-Mar. 1983 
over a similar period in 1982. 
Giese said that while the Green¬ 
belt crime rate tends to be lower 
than other places in the Washing¬ 
ton Metropolitan area, it is still 
higher than in most municipali¬ 
ties of its size. He also said that 
he preferred to see personnel re- 
commenadtions based on pro¬ 
grams relating to objectives to be 
accomplished rather than on pop¬ 
ulation figures. 

In addition to funds for two ad¬ 
ditional patrolmen, Giese’s pro¬ 
posed budget contained modest in¬ 
creases in almost all items. Only 
the new equipment category in¬ 
cluded a major increase proposal 
for acquisition of patrol cars and 
equipment. 

In addition to increased person¬ 
nel, the FOP requested pay rais¬ 
es large enough to enable police 
members to recoup some of the 
buying power losses which, ac¬ 
cording to Sappington, they bad 


suffered during the earlier period 
of high inflation. He also re¬ 
quested that the city increase its 
share of employee health insur¬ 
ance costs and consider paying 
for a portion of health benefit 
costs for members of the Depart¬ 
ment when they retire. 

FOP requests in the area of 
police equipment included two ad¬ 
ditional moving radars, night vi¬ 
sion equipment, a 4-wheel drive 
vehicle and a video camera for 
use in training and crime pre¬ 
vention activities. 

In addition to monetary propos¬ 
als, Giese’s budget submission 
enunciated some “special objec¬ 
tives” for the next fiscal year. 
These included implementation of 
the National Standards Program 
for police departments with the 
goal of attaining national accre¬ 
ditation; achieving a written mu¬ 
tual aid agreement with Prince 
Georges County, which would 
provide authorization for the co¬ 
operation which now occurs on a 
less formal basis; expansion of 
crime prevention efforts; evalua¬ 
tion of requirements for more 
space for the Department, eith¬ 
er in a new building or as part

Mothers for Peace Meet Greenbelters

“Let’s get to know each 
other” was the message 
brought by the International 
Delegation of Mothers who 
made two visits to Greenbelt 
during their two-week tour 
of U.S. cities. The women, 
all mothers concerned about 
establishing a more peaceful 
world for their children, 
came from Denmark, Eng¬ 
land, and the Soviet Union. 

Two of the Russian mothers 
had a special opportunity to be¬ 
come better acquainted with 
Greenbelt when they toured Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School. They 
visited several classrooms includ¬ 
ing a Russian language class 
where they taught the students a 
song. The mothers were impres¬ 
sed with the facilities at Roose¬ 
velt, and said they were similar 
to those in the Soviet Union. 

Scott Powell, the tour guide for 
the high school visit, said the 
Russian mothers were especially 
interested in conditions for teach¬ 
ers and wondered if young Am¬ 
ericans like the students they met 
at Roosevelt, believed the nega¬ 
tive image portrayed of the So¬ 
viet Union. 

The Russian women, together 
with a British and a Danish mo¬ 
ther, returned to Greenbelt, at the 
invitation of the Grey Panthers, 
to address a public forum at the 
Greenbelt Library. They were 
welcomed to the city by Mayor 
Weidenfeld who said that Green¬ 
belt was very receptive to giving 
peace a chance. The forum’s live¬ 
ly question and answer period 
provided not only a means for en¬ 
abling people’s of different back¬ 
grounds to better understand

each other, but also demonstra¬ 
ted the degree of mutual misun¬ 
derstanding that makes such op¬ 
portunities so important. When 
asked if the Soviet Union ever 
held symphonies, a Russion mo¬ 
ther responded emphatically, 
“Yes! We are a very intellectual 
people!” 

The audience seemed skeptical 
of the rosy Soviet foreign policy 
picture portrayed by the Russian 
women and demonstrated their 
valued freedom of speech by say¬ 
ing that most Americans feel the 
nuclear arms race is at least a 
two-player competition. 

Esther Webb, organizer of the 
Greenbelt Grey Panther forum, 
was assured that the Soviet Wo¬ 
men’s Committee would actively 
work to promote Greenbelt’s re¬ 
cent invitation to the Soviet city 
of Rezekne to become a “Sister 
City” with Greenbelt. During 
another public forum in the 
Washington area, the Russian 
mothers had suggested individual 
correspondence as a productive 
means for reducing the tensions 
that foster the nuclear arms race. 
They said they would publish let¬ 
ters they received in their news
